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Flats set to be rejected to make way for travellers’ site 

HOMES PLAN FOR 
OLD PUB OPPOSED

PROPOSALS for an aban¬ 
doned pub to be bulldozed to 
make way for flats could be 
refused because the site has 
been earmarked for travellers. 

Sukhjit Khera wants to demolish 
the old Wheel Inn in Lindon Road, 
Brownhills, and build 21 apartments 
along and create 22 parking spaces. 

But planning officers on Walsall Council have 
recommended the application be thrown out 
because it has instead been touted to accom¬ 
modate two plots for the travelling community. 

The planning committee was due to make a 
decision today (Thursday) but has been recom¬ 
mended by officers to refuse the plans. 

The site has been earmarked in a ‘Site Allo¬ 
cation Document’, which lists potential spots 
where travellers could legally stay, to be cre¬ 
ated over the coming years in line with Govern¬ 
ment regulations. 

The plan was in the pipeline when the ap¬ 
plication to bulldoze the pub was submitted in 
October 2015. Officers say the document now 
has ‘substantial weight’ because no-one has 
objected to the Wheel Inn making way for trav¬ 
ellers during a consultation. 

Case officer Alison Ives said: “The proposal 
results in the loss of a community facility which 
has been closed for several years and there ap¬ 
pears to be no requirement for such a facility 
in this location. 

“There are also alternative community facil¬ 
ities in the form of the local shops opposite the 
site and pubs available in Brownhills, for exam¬ 
ple the Anchor Inn on Chester Road. 

“It has been difficult to identify potential 
new sites for showpeople in the emerging site 
allocation documents because the use poses a 
challenge in needing to provide access for heavy 
vehicles, heavy equipment storage and mainte¬ 
nance, whilst being suitable for winter residen¬ 
tial quarters for showpeople and their families. 

“The application site is the only one in the 
borough that lies between two existing showp- 
ersons sites. It represents a unique opportunity 
to address the need for additional showpeople 
accommodation. ” 

Last month, it was revealed that there are 
plans to find 27 new pitches for travellers and 
gipsies in the Black Country in the next four 
years with more than half of them - 15 - to be 
located in the Walsall borough.

DOG show organisers have thanked staff at a 
Staffordshire visitors centre for hosting their 
event - after an illegal travellers camp in 
Walsall threatened to derail the whole thing. 

Greyhound Gap held its biggest event of 
the year on Sunday with 200 dogs and their 
owners attending. But organisers had to 
switch the venue to Staffordshire just hours 
before its opening after travellers set up camp 
at Walsall Arboretum. They managed to find 
a new venue at Marquis Drive Visitor Centre 
on Cannock Chase. 

Charity founder Lisa Cartwright said: “This 
is such an important event to us. It is just one 


of those things with the travellers. I think 
Walsall Council have been absolutely fan¬ 
tastic. They did offer us an alternative pitch 
but unfortunately we were unsure whether 
the travellers had moved on by then or not. 
We had an offer to move to Cannock Chase. I 
can’t thank the visitor centre enough.” 

The charity runs the dog show twice a year 
to raise funds for its work. 

Greyhound Gap rescues, rehabilitates and 
rehomes greyhounds and lurchers with the 
charity paying to bring the animals back to 
health before finding them new homes. For

Travelodge plan 
set for green light 

A £9 MILLION regeneration project to 
build a Travelodge and a McDonalds 
drive-thru in Walsall town centre was 
this week set to be approved by coun¬ 
cil bosses. 

The scheme, which also includes 
two other properties touted as either 
cafes, restaurants, pubs or takeaways, 
has been recommended for approval 
by development officers on Walsall 
Council with the planning committee 
poised to decide on the proposal dur¬ 
ing a meeting later today, Thursday. 

Developer Cordwell Property Group 
has earmarked land on Wisemore op¬ 
posite Tesco Extra stating dozens of 
jobs will be created by the scheme, in¬ 
cluding 65 workers at McDonalds and 
12 at Travelodge. 

Transport surveys estimate around 
100 extra vehicle movements to the 
area during the morning rush hour of 
8am to 9am and as many as 175 be¬ 
tween the peak period of 5pm to 6pm. 

A total of 54 car parking spaces have 
been proposed with a mix of long stay 
for the hotel users and short stay for 
other visitors. 

TRAGEDY 

Crossing where 
girl died closed 

THE rail foot crossing where a schoolgirl 
was killed by a train has been fenced off 
to stop anyone else from accessing the 
tracks - as floral tributes were laid near the 
scene of her death. 

Large metal fencing has been put up 
across the entrance to the crossing, off 
Wallows Lane in Walsall, near the Banks’s 
Stadium. The yellow gate, which previ¬ 
ously allowed pedestrians to cross the 
tracks, has also been chained shut. 

Network Rail workers were on the scene 
to make safety changes a day after the 
14-year-old’s tragic death last Tuesday, 
which is believed to have been an acci¬ 
dent. 

The company took immediate action 
over fears other people might try to get 
across the tracks. Network Rail said the 
crossing will be closed for at least 21 days.

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Mayor's rallying call for west Midlands

ANDY Street was spreading the ‘success 
story’ of the West Midlands to the Tory 
Conference, declaring: “This is our time 
to shine.” 

The West Midlands Mayor was push¬ 
ing the region’s claims as a model for 
the rest of the UK. He also said the time 
had come for the West Midland to look 
beyond the UK and Europe and bring 
in investment from across the globe, 
using Wolverhampton’s JLR plant as 
an example. Mr Street said the region 
had ‘outperformed’ other areas of the 
country - including conference host city 


Manchester - and insisted his focus was 
on competing on a global stage in the 
post-Brexit world. 

The Mayor proclaimed the West Mid¬ 
lands was ready to become a beacon of 
economic growth, adding: “The message 
I want to get across today at the confer¬ 
ence is that this is our time to shine. 

“The West Midlands is poised to de¬ 
liver, not just for its own citizens, but 
for the country as well. I want to make 
it very clear to the Government that we 
will deliver. They still control some of 
the investment that we need, so I want 


the West Midlands to be first and fore¬ 
most in their minds.” 

The Conservative Mayor, insisted the 
region needed to ‘look beyond the UK’ 
and ‘play on the bigger stage’. 

“We have got to think about our inter¬ 
national competitors,” he said. “If you 
take Jaguar Land Rover, for them it is 
actually a choice between the West Mid¬ 
lands and international destinations. 

“We have to be clear that if we just 
play a kind of small scale game where we 
are competing only with regions in the 
UK, we are going to fall behind.” 


Manhunt launched after 
cyclist is shot in the leg 

A MAN was shot in the leg whilst 
riding his bike sparking a police 
hunt for the fleeing gunman. 

Residents told how they heard two 
loud shots before shouts and screams 
rang out in Burrowes Street, Birchills, 
late on Sunday night. 

A 43-year-old man suffered wounds to 
his leg and was taken to hospital but his 
injuries were not thought to be life-threat¬ 
ening. Armed police and sniffer dogs 
swooped on the scene between Tibbits 
House and Green Lane Methodist Church 
shortly after 11pm to begin the search for 
the shooter who had ran off. 

One woman, from Richards House flat 
block overlooking the street, said: “I heard 
two gunshots, then I heard a man shout ‘I 
have been shot in the leg, I have been shot 
in the leg’. The next thing I saw was police 
and sniffer dogs in the area. By the time I 
looked over the balcony the ambulance was 
here as well. 

Screaming 

“I was shocked and surprised really. I 
have not been living here long.” 

Another resident, who did not wish to be 
named, claimed they spoke to a man who 
went to the victim’s aid immediately after. 

She said: “I heard a gunshot from my 
window. Then there was a lot of screaming 
and shouting. As soon as I heard it I said 
‘that was a gunshot’. I spoke to a man who 
tended to him and called the ambulance. 

“He ran inside Tibbits House. All I know 
he was riding his bike, I think he was going 
to meet his girlfriend or something, then 
someone shot at him. 

“It’s frightening. I have lived here for 
years and nothing like that has ever hap¬ 
pened around here in all my days. 

“I could not sleep last night.” 

A spokeswoman from West Midlands Po¬ 
lice said: “Armed officers were sent to Bur¬ 
rowes Street in Walsall just after 11pm on 
Sunday, October 1, following reports of a 
man being shot at while riding his bike. It’s 
believed the offender ran from the scene.” 


Unlocking sculpture s big move

It is a striking symbol of the 
town’s lock-making heritage that 
has been hidden away from the 
general public for years. But now 
this eye-catching sculpture has 
been relocated to a prominent 
roundabout in Willenhall for all to 
see. The stainless steel structure, 
which depicts five levers of a lock 
mechanism, has been moved on to 
the Keyway island. It was previ¬ 


ously located within Assa Abloy’s 
site on Cannock Road, Wednesfield, 
as part of Wolverhampton council’s 
art policy. 

But the company announced it 
wanted to move the sculpture on to 
the roundabout in the wake of its 
decision to move out of the Wednes¬ 
field base. The lock levers now 
stand proudly near to Assa Abloy’s 
other major site at School Street, 


Willenhall. Walsall Council, which 
has planning jurisdiction over the 
Keyway roundabout, granted per¬ 
mission for the move earlier this 
year. As part of the agreement, 
Assa Abloy also vowed to provide 
maintenance work for the war me¬ 
morial at Somerfield Place nearby, 
which honours the soldiers from 
Portobello who served in the First 
World War. 


Linking back 
to chain of 
past events

Good year 
for M6 Toll 
ahead of 
takeover 

THE M6 Toll continued to whittle 
away at its losses in the months run¬ 
ning up to its takeover by Australian 
group IFM Investors, new figures re¬ 
veal. 

Despite fears that a lack of major 
roadworks on the M6 would hit its 
figures, the M6 Toll actually increased 
traffic numbers to 17.5 million vehi¬ 
cles in 2016. 

Operators Midland Expressway 
described it as “an excellent per¬ 
formance” as it had been expecting 
numbers to fall because of the end of 
the southbound roadworks that had 
driven a surge in traffic to the toll 
road the previous year. 

Instead income from tolls amounted 
to just over £80 million, which repre¬ 
sented a £500,000 increase on the pre¬ 
vious year. 

In its financial report for 2016, just 
filed at Companies House, Midland 
Expressway said its performance had 
been buoyed by the growth in the 
economy and continued thanks to rel¬ 
atively low fuel prices. 

Looking ahead, Midland Express¬ 
way said it expected ‘strong growth’ 
this year due to roadworks on both 
the M6 and M5. 

This summer the 27-mile motorway 
was bought by Australian-based IFM 
Investors, a pension fund-owned in¬ 
vestment manager that said the UK’s 
only pay-as-you-go motorway could 
provide “stable and secure returns”.

Secondary school for 
1,100 pupils to be built 


A NEW secondary school for more 
than 1,100 pupils will open next 
year. 

The Department for Education has 
approved a proposal for The Blakenall 
School to go ahead with the first pupils 
set to be welcomed into its classrooms 
from September 2018. 

The free school, which will be run by the 
Windsor Academy Trust, will initially take in 
180 new Year 7 students but will be able to 
cater for 1,150 in total including a sixth form 
for 250 pupils. 

Keith Sorrell, chief executive of the Wind¬ 
sor Academy Trust said: “We are absolutely 
delighted that Blakenall Free School has been 
approved. 

“It is our aim for Blakenall Free School to 
provide a world class education serving young 
people aged 11-18 from the Blakenall commu¬ 
nity.” 

Primary 

The trust already runs two secondary schools 
in Kingswinford and Halesowen, both of which 
are currently rated ‘Good’ by Ofsted. 

While the organisation has five primary 
schools in the Walsall and Dudley boroughs. 

The Blakenall School will predominantly 
serve two of those; Rivers Primary Academy on 
Mersey Road which has around 190 pupils, and 
Goldsmith Primary Academy on Goldsmith 
Road which has around 330 students. 

Trust bosses have previously said pupils will 
wear a uniform while those in the sixth form 
will be asked to adhere to a smart dress code. 

Walsall Council member for Blakenall Ian 
Robertson welcomed the new school stating 
that it would be needed with more than 700 
new homes on the horizon. 

Councillor Robertson said: “I am very much 
in favour of better access to education nearer to 
the pupils that actually need it. 

“Free schools seem to be the only show in 
town so if that’s the only way we can deliver it 
then it has to be welcomed.” 

A specific site has yet to be indicated by the 
trust.

AUSSIE comic Jim Jefferies brought 
his hit TV show to the streets of Bir¬ 
mingham, which he told his American 
audience was the murder capital of 
the UK.

He joined Insp Matt Minton and Sgt 
Leanne Chapman and the film sees 
the pair stop and detain suspected 
criminals. Jefferies has been vocal in 
his criticism of US gun control. 

He said Birmingham was the ‘mur¬ 
der capital of the UK’ with 13 hom¬ 
icides in 2016.

A MUGGER who was nabbed after 
being identified via Facebook has had 
his jail term cut on appeal. Oliver 
Stanton, aged 21, attacked shopkeep¬ 
er Stephen Roberts in a Willenhall 
street with a knuckleduster in Jan¬ 
uary, making off with goods worth 
£ 200 . 

Stanton, formerly of Hampstead 
Road, Birmingham, had covered his 
features with a hooded top and a scarf. 


He approached his victim as he 
transported boxes of e-cigarettes from 
his shop into a vehicle. But, during 
a struggle before he ran off with one 
of the boxes, Stanton’s face was re¬ 
vealed. The victim’s quick-thinking 
daughter then launched a Facebook 
appeal, which led to Stanton being 
identified as the robber. 

He was jailed for six years at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court in Febru¬ 


ary, after pleading guilty to robbery 
and possession of an offensive weapon. 

But at London’s Appeal Court, Mr 
Justice William Davis ruled that was 
too tough and cut Stanton’s sentence 
to five years. 

The judge, sitting with Mr Justice 
Green and Lord Justice Lloyd Jones, 
said Stanton punched his victim with 
‘full force’ on both sides of his face. He 
told Mr Roberts, ‘I’m having that box’

before making off with his loot. But, 
fortunately, the shopkeeper suffered 
no more serious injury than bruising. 

Stanton’s lawyers argued that Mr 
Roberts had not suffered ‘severe psy¬ 
chological harm’. Mr Justice Davis, 
allowing the appeal, said: “This was a 
planned robbery - he armed himself 
and used a weapon. But the judge fell 
into error in finding that severe psy¬ 
chological harm had been caused.” 


Head makes 
parking plea 
after pupil 
is hit by car 

A HEADTEACHER has urged par¬ 
ents to park more safely after a pupil 
was hit by a car outside a school. 

Lynsey Draycott, of Barr Beacon 
School, condemned parents for park¬ 
ing irresponsibly on pavements, dou¬ 
ble yellow lines or at junctions. 

It follows an incident involving 
a Year 8 student where dangerous 
parking contributed to the accident 
outside the secondary school in Old 
Hall Lane, Aldridge. 

In a letter to parents, Ms Draycott 
says: “Despite repeated requests ask¬ 
ing parents not to park dangerously 
on pavements, double yellow lines or 
on a junction of local roads, this has 
continued. Already, one of our pu¬ 
pils has been hit by a car outside the 
school gates, on a road which has dou¬ 
ble yellow lines. 

“A local resident who witnessed the 
parking has asked the school if it re¬ 
quires a fatality before parents park 
using common sense. Cars have been 
observed reversing back down Old 
Hall Lane. 

“Parents who park on Beacon Road, 
opposite the school, are expecting 
their child to cross a very busy, main 
road rather than walking the pedes¬ 
trian traffic lights. 

“On behalf of the life of every single 
child at Barr Beacon School, we are 
asking parents to please park sensi¬ 
bly. 

“We have asked both police and 
local parking enforcement officer to 
regularly visit the area during the 
mornings, at the end of the day and 
school functions. 

“However, no headteacher wants to 
write to parents about a fatal accident 
involving one of their children.” 

Assa Abloy sees 
profits dip £3m 

PROFITS for the Willenhall-based 
UK operation of Swedish door and 
window lock manufacturer Assa 
Abloy fell last year. 

Newly filed figures for 2016 show 
pre-tax profit was down from £16.1 
million in 2015 to £13.9m after it was 
hit by exceptional operating costs of 
more than £10m, including £2.7m for 
restructuring. Revenue for Assa Abloy 
rose from £169.5m to £177.9m 

Assa Abloy directors said in the re¬ 
port that they were satisfied with the 
performance and that the UK referen¬ 
dum decision to exit the EU continues 
to bring challenges, not least around 
the management of foreign exchange 
risks and increasing raw materials 
prices. Assa Abloy bought Stock¬ 
port-based Prima Doors and Trojan 
Holdings last year. 


Rescue dogs jump for 
joy thanks to play boost

A MAN has created made a dog 
playground at a rundown rescue 
centre in his free time with his own 
money. 

Paul McCabe, aged 54, first visited Ro- 
sedene Rescue Centre in Walsall when he 
was donating his dogs supplies to them 
who had recently died. 

It is entirely run by volunteers and has 
around 32 unwanted dogs who they try to find 
homes for. 

The Wednesbury man is a property devel¬ 
oper and was heartbroken when he saw how 
rundown it was. 

During the summer, plenty of dog walkers 
volunteer to help them get some exercise but 
in the winter the numbers of volunteers falls so 
they wanted to make a place for the dogs to be 
able to run around. 

He said: “It is a heartbreaking place to go, it 
is really run down. 

“When I went there it tugged at my heart¬ 
strings. 

“My black Labrador was called Bella and 
when she died after I had her for 16 years, I 
donated her bed and toys to them.

“When I was there, the woman said we could 
use someone like you and I promised to go back 
and get something done for them. 

“Naturally in dark winter nights, people 
don’t want to walk dogs around so they are left 
in small cell-like conditions and it is painful to 
see. Can you imagine being locked in all day?” 

The space is big enough for several dogs to 
run around in with a tyre for them to play in 
along with a little structure to run across. 

A volunteer at the rescue centre, Abbie 
Waller, aged 22, of Burntwood, said: “They can 
now have a run a run around off their leads and 
they use it everyday. They love it, they get to be 
like dogs now. 

“We’re so thankful to them because they paid 
for it out of their own pocket and supplied their 
own materials. We took them out to a meal to 
say thank you, they are really nice people.”

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Security at 
baths won't 
be reviewed 
after stunt 

SECURITY measures at Walsall’s 
Gala Baths will not be stepped up 
despite an incident in which a man 
jumped off the top diving board while 
riding his BMX. 

More than half a million people 
have logged onto YouTube to view 
the stunt by Ryan Taylor which took 
place earlier this month. 

It was the latest ‘In and out’ chal¬ 
lenge performed by the professional 
rider which generally involve him rid¬ 
ing his bike into public places before 
being thrown out. 

But his actions, which were com¬ 
pleted at the second attempt when his 
first was foiled by an off-duty police 
officer, also prompted outrage after 
the pool had to be evacuated twice as 
the alarm sounded. 

The council has dismissed the inci¬ 
dent as ‘isolated’ and ruled out mak¬ 
ing any changes to access at the baths. 

Councillor Ian Shires, portfolio 
holder for community, leisure and 
culture, said: 

“This was clearly an isolated inci¬ 
dent, and is reminiscent of the ‘social 
media celebrity age’ in which we now 
live.” 

Mr Taylor defended his actions, 
which were widely condemned. He 
said he checked to ensure the pool 
was clear before he jumped and that 
the stunt was simply him attempting 
to show off his BMX skills in a new 
environment.

A DISABLED grandfather has been 
left ‘gutted’ after a thief stole a paint¬

David Burbidge, from Willenhall, 
had gone to painstaking detail craft¬ 
ing the self-portrait which he had 
used as part of his degree in fine art 
at the University of Wolverhampton 
in 2015. 

But while he was on holiday earlier 
this year a thief broke into the camper 
van on his drive at Stretton Road and 
stole the 3ft tall canvas. 


Mr Burbidge, a father of six and 
grandfather to three, said: “I was 
gutted when I found out. It had taken 
me about six months, it was very de¬ 
tailed.

I can 
redo it but I can’t do it exactly as it 
was before.” 

Mr Burbidge had gone away to 
Skegness in July with his parents and 
it was his wife who called him just 
as he was heading back to break the 
news that the painting was gone. It is 
thought the thief targeted the camper

Tributes paid to 'one in 
a million' crash victim 


A WIFE has spoken of her heart¬ 
break after the driver who caused 
the death of her ‘one in a million’ 
husband was jailed. 

Motorcyclist Lee Marlow, aged 34, 
was fatally injured in a crash with Miles 
Byrne - as he went to tell relatives his 
wife Rebecca had escaped injury follow¬ 
ing a smash she was 
in earlier that day. 

Former soldier Byrne, 
39, was jailed for three- 
and-a-half years and 
banned for driving for 
three years in the wake 
of the crash on Septem¬ 
ber 17 last year in Pel- 
sall. 

The delivery driver, 
of Medway, Tamworth, 
originally denied caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving but changed 
his plea to guilty on the day he was due to 
stand trial. Lee had three children, Elliott, 17, 
13-year-old Lewis and Darcey, 10, with wife Re¬ 
becca. She said: “We never thought this would 
happen to our perfect loving family.

“We go to bed still thinking he is going to 
come back from work and at meal times I still 
get the five plates out instead of four.” 

The couple, who married in Turkey in 2015, 
both worked at a nursing home. 

Lee was a maintenance man and Rebecca, 
40, a care assistant. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court was told how 
Lee was riding his motorbike in a safe manner 
at the junction of Norton Lane and Vicarage 
Road when Byrne turned right across his path. 

They collided and Lee suffered catastrophic 
head and chest injuries and was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Rebecca described Lee as a ‘family man’ who 
loved going fishing with Elliott, and watching 
Lewis play football. 

She added: “Lee was truly one in a million 
and would do anything for anyone.”

Taxi drivers fall 
foul of authority 

A TAXI driver has had his licence 
suspended while three others have re¬ 
ceived formal cautions. It comes after 
Walsall Council’s taxi sub-licensing 
sub-committee reviewed allegations 
surrounding seven drivers.

DESPITE stiff new penalties, more than 16 
million motorists admit to still using their 
mobile phones while driving, according to 
shock new figures from the RAC.

Knife threat visitor 
to chippie faces jail 


A DRUNK who brandished a 
knife after being refused chips 
and gravy at a takeaway faces 
six months in jail. 

Jacob Bateman was turned away 
from Butlers Balti in Darlaston be¬ 
cause it was closing time, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court wastold. 

Minutes after the rebuff he returned 
armed with a knife, revealed Miss Lisa 
Hancox, prosecuting. The 25-year-old 
warned the staff not to mess with him or 
he would stab them, continued the lawyer. 

When the defendant briefly left the prem¬ 
ises again, a member of staff blocked the 
door as police were alerted around 11pm on 
June 1. Miss Hancox explained: “He asked 
for the chips and gravy while the restau¬ 
rant was in the process of closing and so his 
order was refused. 

“He left the premises but returned 10 
minutes later and placed the order again. 
He said he was not arguing and made men¬ 
tion of the fact he had a knife which he 
pulled from his waistband and started wav¬ 
ing around while warning: ‘Mess with me 
and I will give you this.’ He went outside 
and this allowed the staff to close the door 
on him while he stood on the other side de¬ 
claring:’ I can stab you right now.’” 

Bateman also made racially offensive 
comments and was still standing outside 
the restaurant when police arrived. They 
disarmed and arrested him. 

The defendant later told officers he had 
drunk four beers and half a bottle of vodka. 

Bateman, from Brunei Walk, Darlaston, 
had four previous convictions involving 
eight separate offences which had all been 
committed since the start of last year. He 
admitted threatening behaviour while 
armed with a knife and racially aggravated 
abuse. Judge Amjad Nawaz adjourned sen¬ 
tencing until November 10 and explained: 
“The court should take any possible mental 
health frailties into account.”

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Anne Thorpe, who has aired concerns over the state of some graves One of the toppled over memorials 


THERE are concerns for the 
state of some graves at a 
cemetery in Walsall, after 
toppled and smashed head¬ 
stones appear to have been 
left abandoned. 

Some plots at Ryecroft Ceme¬ 
tery look like they haven’t been 
tended to for years and regular 
visitor Anne Thorpe says she was 
appalled by the condition of some 
of the graves, which she says is 
disrespectful 

She suspects some of the damage 
could have been caused by lawnmow- 
ers and Walsall Council, which main¬ 
tains the site, on Coalpool Lane, said it 
could not be ruled out. 

However, bosses said most of the 
damage is believed to have been a re¬ 
sult of weathering and movement in 
the ground over time. Some damage 
could also have been caused by van¬ 
dalism, the council said. 

Councillor Ian Shires, leisure and 
communities chief at the authority, 
said maintenance of the graves was 


ultimately down to families. However, 
many date back to around 1925, mean¬ 
ing it is possible descendants have 
died, moved away or are not aware 
they exist meaning there could be no- 
one to care for them. 

Miss Thorpe, aged 62, whose father 


was once superintendent at the cem¬ 
etery and has relatives buried there, 
said: “We visit fairly regularly to tend 
family graves and for genealogy re¬ 
search, and we are dismayed at the 
state the place is in. 

“We can understand that difficul¬ 


ties with council funding means that 
severe cutbacks have been made, so 
we can ignore the overgrown paths 
and occasional piles of litter. However, 
what is more difficult to forgive is the 
damage to gravestones being done by 
council workmen. 


“While we know that many of these 
graves are already in a sad condition 
because there’s nobody left to tend 
them, it’s still fact that each one has 
the remains of someone beneath it.” 

She added: “It just seems there is 
not the consideration and care taken 
over the older graves. It’s another bit 
of Walsall’s history which is being 
lost.” 

Councillor Shires said: “While no 
accidental damage by grass cutting 
machinery has been reported recently, 
this cannot be completely ruled out in 
this particular instance, due to the 
traditional layout of memorials and 
unevenness of ground levels. 

“Graves in the section of the ceme¬ 
tery referred to date from around 1925 
and in the region of 90 per cent appear 
to have suffered from both ground set¬ 
tlement and weathering. 

“Our staff are fully trained in the 
use of all grass cutting machinery and 
are aware of the sensitivities associ¬ 
ated with carrying out maintenance in 
cemeteries. Should anyone who visits 
a grave have any cause for concern we 
would ask them to contact us.”

Treatment 
for eating 
disorders 
tops 200 


MORE than 200 children in the region have 
been treated for eating disorders in the last 
three years - with one waiting 29 weeks for 
their first appointment. 

New figures show patients as young as eight have 
been treated for conditions such as anorexia and bu¬ 


limia across the region. 

Figures released under 
Freedom of Information 
show a total of 224 children 
have been referred to the 
NHS for eating disorders 
since 2014/15. 

There were 168 children 
and teenagers referred to 
the Black Country Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust, and 28 each to Dudley 
and Walsall Mental Health 
Partnership NHS Trust, 
and South Staffordshire and 
Shropshire Healthcare NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

The average waiting times 
for patients’ first treatment 
sessions varied from around 
four to under two weeks. 

The longest recorded 
was 29 weeks by a patient 
treated by the Black Coun¬ 
try Partnership NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust - more than 
200 days. 

It led Wolverhampton 
Liberal Democrat cam¬ 
paigner Rob Quarmby to 
brand it a ‘postcode lottery’.

He said: “I think it is a 
scandal that children are 
being denied prompt access 
to vital mental health ser¬ 
vices simply because of the 
postcode lottery. 

“It’s unforgivable that 
some patients have to wait 
more than 200 days for an 
appointment.” 

The Black Country Part¬ 
nership NHS Foundation 
Trust did not respond for 
comment. 

However, Dudley and 
Walsall Mental Health Part¬ 
nership NHS Trust said: 
“The Child and Adolescent 
Mental Health Eating Dis¬ 
orders service has very 
specific timescales attached 
to it, an urgent case will 
be seen within one week of 
referral and a routine case 
within four weeks; to date 
these timescales have not 
been breached.”

Hefner widow 'will not 
inherit £ 32 m fortune’ 


THE widow of late Playboy 
founder Hugh Hefner looks 
set to inherit nothing of his 
multi-million pound fortune 
after his death, according to 
reports. 

Crystal Harris, who lived in 
West Bromwich with her family 
during her childhood, married the 
Playboy mogul, who is worth an 
estimated £32 million ($43 mil¬ 
lion) in 2012. 

He died at the age of 91 last week, 
leaving Crystal, 61 years his junior, a 
widow. According to reports, the for¬ 
mer Playmate of the Year will inherit 
nothing of his fortune after signing a 
prenuptial agreement. 

It is believed that she will be ‘looked 
after’ by his family instead. 

The model married the infamous 
magazine boss a year after first call¬ 
ing off the nuptials when she got ‘cold 
feet’. 

American 

Before moving to America the beau¬ 
ty’s mother, Lee Lovitt used to run the 
Ye Olde Rose & Crown pub in Cape 
Street, West Bromwich, which has 
long since closed. 

Crystal was born an American citi¬ 
zen to her British parents Ray and Lee 
in Lake Havasu, Arizona, where they 
were working at an England-themed 
amusement park. 

The family moved back to the UK 
shortly after her birth. 

Growing up in the Greets Green 
area of West Bromwich, Crystal re¬ 
turned to America, settling in San 
Diego, California, with her parents 
and older sisters Melanie and Nikki, 
when she was 10. 

Following her split from Hefner 
after she called off the initial wedding

in 2011, the pair reunited. Hefner said 
he wanted to spend the rest of his life 
with Crystal and he insisted that their 
age gap didn’t matter. 

Crystal was his third wife. He also 
had four children by previous part¬ 
ners. 

The magazine posted a photo in 
black and white of its creator, accom¬ 
panied by one of his quotes that read:

“Life is too short to be living some¬ 
body else’s dream.” Describing him as 
an ‘American icon’, they tweeted on 
Wednesday: “Hugh M. Hefner passed 
away today. He was 91. #RIPHef ’ 

In a further statement Playboy 
Enterprises said Hefner ‘peacefully 
passed away today from natural causes 
at his home, The Playboy Mansion, 
surrounded by loved ones’.

H e’s sitting in a pub in 

Lytham St Anne’s. Norman 
Pace is chipper. The actor 
and comedian who is best 
known as one half of the 
comedy duo Hale and 
Pace has as much work as he would 
care for and is at peace with the world. 

He’s presently on the road in Hairspray, the 15-minute 
blitzkrieg of scintillating fabulousness. The all-singing, 
all-dancing, all-action musical is set in Baltimore, 1962. 

It tells the story Tracy Turnblad, a big girl with big 
hair and an even bigger dream: to dance her way onto 
national TV, and into the heart of teen idol Link Larkin. 
Tracy’s audition makes her a local star and soon she is 
using her new-found fame to fight for integration. But can 
she win equality - and Link’s heart - without denting her 
‘do? 

The feel-good musical features the hit songs Welcome 
To The 60s, You Can’t Stop The Beat, The Nicest Kids in 
Town and many more and has Norman smiling each and 
every night. 

“I have to say that I know Hairspray is a very good show 
but this really is a tremendous production. Drew McOnie 
is the go-to choreographer in Broadway and the West 
End and has worked on this. 

“They really pulled out all the stops to get the right 
people for the show. They went through 1,600 hopefuls 
before they settled on the 32 people that you see on on 
stage. It’s my first time in it and I’m loving it. A few of the 
guys have done this before but I’m the new boy, which is 
funny, since I’m also by far the oldest.” 

Reaching the tender age of 64 - amid a cast of 
20-somethings - is great fun for Norman. Being 
around the younger generation keeps him 
young. 

“I love being with the kids. Their enthusiasm 
and joie de vivre is inspiring. I get up at 
the end of the show and we do You 
Can’t Stop the Beat. I love it. I do it 
eight times a week. Before I start, 

I know the audiences will love it 
and go mad. We’ve done 40- 
odd shows and every one has 
been a standing ovation. 

“Seriously, you couldn’t 
wish for a better 
group. Last night, 
after the show in 
Blackpool, one of 
the guys from the show said he 
knew a bloke who’d got a pub 
that did live music. Out of the 
55 people on tour, 40 people 
turned up and we had a great 
night. The band got up and 
entertained us. It’s brilliant 
fun.” 

Norman has to pinch 
himself when he considers 
the number of years he’s 
successfully spent in 
showbusiness. The former 
teacher has been treading the

boards for 36 years - many of them with his friend and 
comic partner Gareth Hale. They recently recorded four 
episodes of ITV’s Benidorm, spending 10 weeks in Spain 
with Shropshire actor John Challis, among others. 

And yet for Norman, all roads lead to the Black 
Country. Though he grew up in Newark-on-Trent, in 
Nottinghamshire, his heart belongs to Dudley. 

“My granny and grandad lived in Dudley. 
When my mother was pregnant with me at 
the age of 18, she went to Dudley to have the 
baby. I think there was some sort of scandal 
because of the Catholic Church - if it wasn’t 
for the church, I wouldn’t be here. They didn’t 
do such things as abortion back then. 

So mum tried to pull a fast one and had 
me in Dudley then I’d visit my granny 
and grandad on holidays. They lived on 
Blowers Green Crescent, I still remember 
■ it now. 

“There were slag heaps that were 
turned into football pitches and I’d go 
there until about the age of ten. The 
family were West Brom fans and took 
me to the Hawthorns to cheer on the 
Baggies. They were happy times. I felt 
very loved when I visited the Black 
Country.” 

Fame came calling for Hale and 
Pace when they worked 
together on a series of 
comedy shows, as well 
as featuring in Dalziel 
and Pascoe, guest 
starring in the Doctor 
Who serial Survival and 
featuring in a Christmas Special of Extras. 

It was a joyride. The whole thing was 


thrilling and we didn’t have a minute to stop and think 
about it. If Gareth and I weren’t making the TV series, 
we’d be touring. In every spare moment we’d be writing 
and we were even stupid enough to go on holiday 
together as families. 

“The only downside about that experience was losing 
your privacy. At the petrol station, a queue of people 
would look at you like you were in a goldfish bowl. I’m 
under the radar these days and there are times when I 
grow a beard and people don’t recognise me. It used 
to be that you’d get people arguing about which one 
you were. But it’s no big deal. I had my taste of that life 
and it was intense. I can understand why film stars have 
people to fill their car up for them. Can you imagine what 
would happen if Rod Stewart was on the forecourt at 
Morrisons?” 

Norman has no plans to slow down. There’s no exit 
strategy, no secret yearning for a quieter life, no intention 
of upping sticks and moving to somewhere quieter. 

“The laughter is what keeps you coming back. Even 
now, after all these years, if you’re good at it and have a 
lot of experience and have enjoyed a long career, you can 
still learn a lot of things about how to do it better. I always 
want to beat the laughter I got last night, I want to keep 
moving forward.” 

He loves the fact that he’s been able to play both TV 
and theatre during a starry career. He’s worked with 
tremendous actors down the decades and their skills 
have helped him to develop. 

For now, all thoughts are of Hairspray. “It’s great 
bringing the show to Birmingham because Dudley’s only 
just down the road and that’s always been special to me. 
I’m hoping that people from Dudley and Wolves will pop 
over and say hello.”

Step inside for musical

LEADING lady in Cilia The Musical, Kara Lily Hayworth, 
beat thousands of hopefuls to be named as the girl to 
step into the Liverpudlian legend’s shoes in the first 
musical about the star’s life, at Birmingham’s New 
Alexandra Theatre next week. 

Cilia The Musical, which began its tour in Liverpool 
last month, is an adaptation of the critically acclaimed 
ITV mini-series based on the early life of Cilia Black, by 
BAFTA award-winner, Jeff Pope.

And now, former 
Wolves striker Doyle 
has retired, aged 34, 
because heading the 
ball had become ‘prob¬ 
lematic’ following two 
concussions in this sea¬ 
son alone. He decided 
to hang up his boots 
after consulting with 
medical experts. 

“It’s shocking, but 
I’m not surprised,” 

Dawn said. “They keep 
saying it was the old 
leather footballs that 
did the damage and dad 
used to say when it was 
wet it was like heading 
a bag of bricks. It was 
heavy, but it was slow. 

It certainly didn’t come 
with the velocity of a 
modern ball. 

“Think about it logi¬ 
cally. With the modern day ball, the physics 
still apply because it’s coming quicker.” 

Dawn says Kevin Doyle has done the 
right thing, adding: “It’s very sad for him 
first and foremost. Credit to him, he’s lis¬ 
tened to the advice of specialists and taken 
what is a big decision.” 

Albion boss Tony Pulis admitted that 
Doyle’s retirement was concerning - and 
the Welshman has backed the call for more 
research.

Morgan: Britain's oldest 
family-owned car maker 



There are no shrouds, no frosted glass windows, everything is in plain sight and simple to 

understand

Nestled within the Malvern hills lies 
Morgan - one of the oldest-surviving car 
manufacturers in the UK. Established in 
1909 by H F S Morgan with the creation of 
the original three-wheeler, it only moved 
to four wheels in 1936 - and things have 
stayed pretty much the same ever since. 

It’s now the last family-owned British motor 
manufacturer - and family values are still 
visible throughout the build process. 

With coach building at its heart, Morgan is a 
company that keeps traditional values at the 
forefront, using classic building techniques 
as well as ultra-modern processes. It’s this 
combination that has ensured Morgan’s 
popularity - and it now builds well in excess 
of 1,000 cars a year, with order books near 
constantly full. 

With three distinct ranges - 3, Wheeler, 
Classic and Aero - the Morgan list of cars is as 
varied as the processes that are used to create 
them. And with the vast majority of creation and 
manufacture taking place in-house, there’s a 
distinct sense of family to the entire operation. 

It feels worlds away from the robot-controlled 
production methods that are used by modern 
manufacturers. 

Iconic 

We were let off the leash to discover the ins 
and outs of Morgan’s factory - as well as get 
the chance to meet some of the people who 
help create such iconic cars. 

The process starts with a chassis. It’s made 
from bonded aluminium, which creates a stiff 
foundation for the entire car. This first room 
sees the wiring loom fitted, along with the fuel 
tank - you could even start the car here if you 
wanted to. 

These chassis are brought in from a company 
in Birmingham - a relatively short trip from 
Malvern. This process is used to create the 
‘modern’ Morgan cars - classic versions use 
a combination of aluminium and ash. It may 
be an old-school material to use but it ensures 
incredible lightness, as well as making these 
cars surprisingly eco-friendly. 

Those classic models employ a chassis 
created from ash pieces that are pre-cut in a 
mill on site. The pieces are then glued and pre¬ 
assembled, after which they are hand- finished 
and treated for longevity. 

Morgan cars use a variety of engines from 
established manufacturers. The Plus 4, for 
instance, utilises a 2.0-litre engine from 
Ford while the larger Aero 8 uses a powerful 
BMW- sourced 4.8-litre V8. These engines are 
an intricate part of the entire car - so it’s no 
wonder that Morgan chooses reliable, well- 
trusted powerplants for its vehicles. 

With each new section of the build process 
comes a new smell. The tin shop, for instance, 
smells - unsurprisingly - of metal, while the 
wood shop - our next stop - smells just like an 
old woodwork classroom, or a D&T room for 
younger readers.

All Morgan cars rely upon some form of hand¬ 
worked wood element. Technicians here use 
hand tools to get each piece spot on before 
it’s used in a vehicle, though some modern 
techniques such as vacuum bonding are also 
used. 

Morgan has original wood plans dating back 
to the 1950s - and it can still make one that way 
today. 

Using ash means that each car is able to 
absorb bumps in the road, giving it a better ride 
than you’d expect. 

An amazing tool that’s used to create the 
classic model’s wheel arches is a jig made 
entirely from oak - and it’s been there so long 
that the vast majority of people working at 
Morgan don’t know when it was installed. The 
ash is left in there for around half a day, and is a 
classic version of the modern vacuum pressing 
method. 

Whereas many manufacturers use wood 
veneer, Morgan uses the real thing. Each 
interior dashboard piece can be tailored to 
a customer’s specification but it’s always all¬ 
wood rather than plastic. 

The level of personalisation on offer is hard to 
get your head around. Seats can be trimmed 
in a variety of different leathers and can be 
embossed with the Morgan logo - or even a 
customer’s name, should they want it applied. 

Everything is stitched by hand, although 
some elements are aided by computers. 

Similar to the car’s use of modern engines 
with traditional building materials, each 


manufacturer process is a seamless blend of 
the new and old. 

Of course, there’s one three-wheeled addition 
that we haven’t mentioned just yet. The original 
three-wheeler was Morgan’s first car, with 
production starting shortly after the end of the 
First World War in 1918. It used a two-speed 
transmission and remained in production until 
the early 1930s. 

Process 

The modern 3 Wheeler certainly has the looks 
and build of the original, with a V-Twin motor 
sitting proudly at the front of the vehicle and 
weighing in at just 525kg. 

However, these vehicles are created in a 
separate part of the factory and have their own 
dedicated production line. Because the build 
process is so far removed from that of the 
standard Morgan cars, it was decided that it 
needed its own area - and that’s exactly what 
it got. It’s proved immensely popular, and is 
selling in America as well as in Europe. 

Thousands of people take a tour of the 
Morgan factory each year and it’s easy to see 
why. There are no shrouds, no frosted glass 
windows, everything is in plain sight and simple 
to understand. 

There’s one word to describe Morgan: honest. 
If there’s something that car manufacturers 
could use a little more of - especially in this day 
and age - it’s honesty, and it’s a feature that 
Morgan has by the bucketload.

Star’s still shining 
bright 60 years on 


SIX decades on from their forma¬ 
tion, Charlemont Star continue to 
give their players the chance to 
shine. 

The amateur football club, based in 
West Bromwich, celebrated their 60th 
anniversary recently at Dartmouth Golf 
Club, where current and former players 
joined to share tales of their time with the 
Star. 

They were formed in 1957 by Garth Thomas, 
who died in 2015. Over the years he retained 
a keen interest in the goings on and was kept 
regularly updated. 

An extract from Thomas’ memoirs read: 
“Up until I was 23 my routine was to have a 
kick about with local teenagers at Bird End. 
Gradually those got longer, so one Saturday 
afternoon in July the lads suggested we start 
a team. At the time I only gave it a week or so 
believing it would be a seven-day novelty.” 

Consistent 

The club have been blessed with commit¬ 
ment and consistent management, firstly under 
Thomas, before Baz Plant took up the reins in 
the 1980s. Current boss Andrew Wilcoxson 
joined the club in the mid 1990s, managing 
alongside Dave Stocking and Richard Cox, and 
has been sole manager since Star’s reformation 
in 2010 following a brief break. 

The club originally competed in the West 
Bromwich Sunday League, later named the 
Sandwell League. They regularly went toe-to- 
toe with rivals The Bush, Wones United, Prince 
Regent, White Swan and Churchfield Tavern in 
their early years. 

For the most part of their existence, Char- 
lemont’s home base has been Hydes Road 
playing fields in Wednesbury. They have just 
secured permission to return to Churchfields 
playing fields in West Bromwich for the cur¬ 
rent campaign. Hamstead Hill has also been 
another home. 

An array of former players returned for the 
club’s latest milestone celebration. Plant, a re-

tired schoolteacher, 60, who played and man¬ 
aged for around 15 years, said: “When I joined 
there were various characters from the around 
the Stone Cross and Charlemont area. John 
Garnzarek, who has sadly died, Keith Willets, 
Jimmy Young - they were the main characters, 
and they welcomed me whole-heartedly with 
Garth. 

“Garth was larger than life in more ways 
than one. A big guy, 20 stone plus. I had a yel¬ 
low Mini when I started and he got in it and 
buckled the car door. 

“We’d regularly finish seventh or eight in the 
league. We never got relegated despite finishing 
so low, even when finishing bottom! It’s fantas¬ 
tic at the moment. The job that Andy’s done is 
absolutely brilliant.” 

Wilcoxson described moving to the Birming¬ 
ham Festival League as ‘a shot in the arm’ for 
the club. Star enjoyed success at the turn of 
the millennium, gaining promotion to Division 
Two alongside a couple of handy cup runs in 
the Birmingham County FA Junior Cup. 

Their only time out of action was a brief 
break of four seasons between 2006 and 2010 
before Wilcoxson launched the club again, at¬ 
tracting a new squad that entered the West 
Midlands Christian Football League. 

In seven years they have provided opportu¬ 
nities to hundreds of youngsters both in the re¬ 
gion and, remarkably for a local amateur side 
with one member of staff, on the continent. 

Star head out on an annual European tour. 
Since their reformation they have been away 
to Germany, Austria and Norway, facing local 


sides from their European counterparts. Star 
have forged close bonds with Bremen outfits 
TV Bremen-Walle and Bremer SV, whom they 
have played twice. They have also gone up 
against FT Gern, a youth club of German in¬ 
ternational Phillip Lahm, and Didi Hamann’s 
ex-club FC Wacker Munchen. 

The tours, organised by their boss, remain 
an attractive proposition to players, who enjoy 
both the social and competitive aspect of the 
club’s set-up. They head out to Leipzig in Ger¬ 
many next May. 

Wilcoxson, 48, from Telford, said: “It’s giv¬ 
ing lads the opportunity to play. It’s organ¬ 
ised. All they have to do is turn up and play. 
Everything’s provided for them. They are 
grateful, they don’t express it too often, it’s 
nice when they say they appreciate what you 
do. 

“I don’t want ‘thank yous’ and praise, you 
make memories and friends. It was nice at 
Garth’s funeral with how many former mem¬ 
bers attended. 

“Without Garth’s commitment and dedi¬ 
cation to the club it would have folded many 
years ago. There wouldn’t be a Charlemont 
Star. He was always interested and helped us 
financially.” 

Oh his jet-setting side, the boss added: “Many 
of the games stick in my mind because they’re 
good, competitive matches. Then there’s the 
memories and camaraderie with our hosts after 
the games. 

“The standard of football there, at amateur 
level, is well-organised but player-for-player, 
they’re close. Though we’ve picked a few anom¬ 
alies where they’ve been quite a bit better than 
us!” 

The future looks bright for Star, who are 
sponsored by Attewell Opticians and also the 
Red Lion pub in West Bromwich, with whom 
they have just struck a new partnership. 

The club are always on the lookout for new 
players, and are particularly in search for a 
goalkeeper for the current campaign. Anybody 
interested in supporting, sponsorship, coaching 
or playing can contact Wilcoxson by emailing 
ajwilco@sky.com.
